The knowledge he picked up In the 
druggist's served him In good stead. 

' He rendered first aid to his fellow Caech 
soldiers, and was soon known as 
'•Doctor." 

I With hundreds of his fellows he 
arranged to desert the Austrian armies 
and fight on the side of the Serb#. He 
wae with them in their famous retreat 
' through Albania. He went with them 
I to Corfu. Next he turned up In Russia 
J fighting in the ranks of the Csech 
soldiers He took part in the epic inarch 
across Siberia and came out with the 
rank of general.

The sense of determining odors is fir j 
better developed In the lower animals 
than It la in man Higher cV/lllaatloo 
makes man leas and leas depandent on 
his aenae of smell, but It may be of 
great value to the human being who i 
give# it a fair chance to be of service, i 

There are some occupations, particu¬ 
larly those having to do with tasting. | 
In which the aenae of imell la highly | 
cultivated It la generally lit nglflM 
that the aenae of taste la largely de¬ 
pendent on the sense of smell for lie 
full enjoyment. 

In the nose are found llttlv nerve 
cells which apparently receive the odor 
and relay It to the brain In Ute nasal 
cavity of man there Is only about one 
square inch of such cell#, which la a 
small amount as contrasted with that 
of many of the lower animals. In the 
same way. the organa for registering 
smell In the brain of man are much 
[ smaller proportionately than those of 
the animal.

Dr. William J. Mayo points out that a 
surgeon with an especially trained 
‘ sense of email will recognise many ab- 
normal conditions. while walking 
I through a hospital ward.

Employment Figures Better 
Than in Any Year Since 1920 


Canadian employment statistics at 
the beginning of last month showed a 
more favorable aspect then In any 
month for seven years, says a report 
received by the Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce. Approximately 43.800 more 
workers were employed on June 1 then 
on May 1. Statements were tabulated 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
from 4,160 firms employing 670.760 
workers st the beginning of the month. 
M compared with 033.870 cn May 1. 

This Increase of 43,800 workers, or 
6 3 per cent, brought the index num¬ 
ber to 106.0 as against 105 2 on October 
1. 1030, the previous high level In the 
last seven years. In the month of May 
last the Index stood at 100.6. 

Building construction for the first 
six months of the year throughout 
Canada is less than for the first six 
months of last year. 4191.333.600 as 
compared with 4104,643.800. but there 
are more projects In more localities, 
which means that more contractors are 
busy, more men employed and orders 
for material more spread around. The 
amount of work proposed to be under¬ 
taken this rear will bring the twelve- 
month total higher than that of 1030.
